LONDON, Jan. 17.—The spread 
of typhus westward is feared by 
several National Red Cross or- 
ganizations here.

The Germans are known to be 
exceedingly anxious lest the epi- 
demic spread to Germany. The 
greatest precautions are being 
taken to prevent wounded officers 
and men from bringing it into Ger- 
many. Typhus was the reason for 
the ban on German troops going 
home from the Russian front on 
Christmas leaves. 

The British are taking the neces- 
sary steps to protect British pris- 
oners in eastern German prison 
camps. Carbolic soaps, powders 
and vaccines are being sent through 
the Red Cross. Efforts are being 
made to obtain anti-typhus vaccine 
from the United States.

In his new capacity, he will 
serve as a member of the War 
Production Board, which was 
formally named yesterday by 
President Roosevelt and given 
full power over production and 
Procurement of war equipment, 
with Donald Nelson as its head.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—(CP) 
—Prime Minister Churchill 
stepped prosaically from a 
train this afternoon, home 
from a history-making visit 
to the United States and Can- 
ada, after having flown. the 
Atlantic from Bermuda to 
Plymouth. 

The Prime Minister and four of 
his chief lieutenants made the 
long over-water jump from the 
western hemisphere in the four- 
engined flying boat “Berwick” of 
British Airways skippered by the 
veteran pilot, Capt. J. C. Kelly 
Rogers, 

The first to greet the Prime Min- 
ister was his wife. 

Mr. Churchill was wearing a 
nautical jacket, a yachting cap, and 
a beaming smile. 

News of his arrival spread swift- 
ly through smoky Paddington sta- 
tion, and the cheers of week-end 
crowds rose in waves to the termin- 
al's high, arched roof. 

It was expected Mr. Churchiil 
would broadcast a report to the Em- 
pire soon, possibly tomorrow night. 

The Prime Minister, looking fit 
after the long flight, said the party 
had a comfortable trip and covered 
3,287 miles in 18 hours in the flying 
boat.

CAIRO, Egypt, Jan. 17.— 
(AP)—Halfaya Pass, Axis 
stronghold on the Egyptian- 
Libyan desert frontier, fell to 
Imperial siege troops this 
morning with the uncondi- 
tional surrender of more than 
5,500 of its hard-pressed gar- 
rison. 

Thus the British army smashed 
a German-italian attempt to 
parallel the British holdout stand 
at Tobruk—and thus, too, the 
British forces won access to the 
main coastal route of supply to 
their advance assault forces 
which have pursued the main 
body of the Axis forces 300 miles

lowing this war. He cited national 
and international advantages re- 
sulting from an immigration _ pol- 
icy, leading to stabilizing Canada 
in the new world order after con- 
flict ceases. 

Robert Bonner who, with part- 
ner Arthur Fouks, travelled to 
Winnipeg last year in the same de- 
bate series, started the negative 
breakdown of the resolution. He 
pointed out that peace-table plans 
after the war would precede actual 
readjustment, resulting in many 
difficulties if immigration were at- 
tempted. “Prosperity precedes 
immigration,” he claimed, 

Second speaker for the U. of A. 
affirmative, Eugene LaBrie, dis- 
cussed the humanitarian angle to 
the immigration question, while 
considering that “a certain amount 
of speculation and forecasting was 
necessary in debating the topic.” 
He told of possible agricultural de- 
velopment with the aid of immi- 
grants, 

POST-WAR DEVER—)PMENT 

With plenty in the way of quick- 
witted delivery, Arthur Fouks, of 
the U.B.C. negative team, wasted 
no time in accusing the affirmative 
of false premises, forgetfulness of 
the history after the last war, and 
misleading facts about the true re- 
sults of immigration. He agreed 
that a policy of “highiy selective, 
restricted immigration” might help 
to aid post-war Canadian develop- 
ment.

Producers, manufacturers, pro- 
cessors, wholesalers and retailers 
are co-operating splendidly in 
the operation of the War Time 
Prices and Trade board commod- 
ity ceiling prices, and of all the 
complaints received, only one or 
two have been out of line, and 
In one case the merchant had | 
refunded the amount of the over- 
charge, Walter 8S. Campbell, re- 
gional representative of the War 
Time Prices and Trade Board, 
told an audience of 500 consumers 
and business men and women at a 
meeting held Friday evening at 
the Memorial Hall. 

The meeting was arranged by the 
Retail Section, Edmonton Chamber 
of Commerce. A. M. MacDonald, 
president of the chamber, presided 

Capital, labor, management and 
the community are making a won- 
derful contribution to this great 
war effort, He paid special tribute 
to the women of Canada for the 
work they were doing in checking 
basic prices. “These women,” stated 
Mr, Campbell, “are doing a work 
that would cost millions of dollars 
if the government had to provide 
the army of checkers necessary to.

“BASIC.PRICE” 

“By doing this work the women 
of Canada are contributing millions

PREVENT INFLATION 


Mr. Campbell described the price} 
ceiling as “a great and unprecedent- 
ed experiment. It was like a ship 
at sea, with a new crew, without 
Chart or compass, in one of the 
greatest storms in the history of 
human society. Every Canadian is 
a passenger in that ship. If we keep 
our heads and all pull together. each 
willing to bear his own load, we 
will reach the harbor, of safety and 
security.” 

The object of the experiment, 
he said, was to prevent inflation, 
the greatesy cnemy of society, 
which, if not checked would ruin 
us. “It has been said,” stated Mr. 
Campbell, “that of all the terrible 
things that can befall a nation— 
famine, pestilence, drought or war 
—the worst of all is inflation.” 

When inflation starts there is a 
rapid rise in prices, followed by 
strikes for higher wages—then 
higher prices and more strikes, and 
then fear and hate replace trust and 
confidence, followed in many Cases 
by revolution.

Conscripting Incomes

The Dominion is to pay the prov- 
inces upwards of $100.000,000 per year 
as compensation for the suspension of 
provincial income and_ corporation 
taxes. How much the Dominion will 
gain by obtaining a clear field at this 
cost does not appear to have been offi- 
cially estimated, and unofficial estim- 
ates can be no better than guesses. 
The taxpayers of course will be freed 
from double taxation. But that they 
will get off any easier financially is as 
uncertain as how much the federal 
treasury will benefit in the end. 

War costs are going up, and cannot 
be expected to do other than keep on 

oing up. Dominion income taxes have 

n raised to altogether unprecedent- 
ed levels in anticipation that the prov- 
inces would withdraw their levies. 
There is no hope that these will come 
down, but a very real possibility that 
they will go up, at least in respect to 
“higher bracket” incomes. 

The large compensation payments 
to be made, to the provinces rather 
strengthens the likelihood of still high- 
er federal rates. The only purpose in 
negotiating the arrangement with the 
provinces must have been that the Do- 
minion may secure a very substantial 
revenue after these compensatory pay- 
ments have been made. ~

Where Are The Malays? 


A London newspaper asked the 
other day why steps had not been 
taken to organize native defence forces 
in Malaya when the Japanese expansion 
plans were set in motion in the South 
Pacific by the invasion of Indo-China. 
The matter is one with which Canadian 
authorities have nothing to do, and in 
any event it is now too late to take the 
suggested action. The question implies 
that Malayan troops have not been 
employed in resisting the attack on the 
peninsula, and this implication is sup- 
ported by the fact that little—if any- 
thing at all—has been said in des- 
i Pe about native forces being in 
action. 

On the other hand, a good deal has 
been said about the “amazing” success 
of Japanese fifth-column activity in 
opening the way for the invaders. This 
success would have hardly been pos- 
sible unless native sympathy was pre- 
dis to favor the Japanese. Large 
acale active co-operation hints strongly 
that a large section of the Malays were 
either anti-British or pro-Japanese. 
From which again it must be inferred 
that there had been no counter-propa- 

anda aimed to show the natives that 

apanese promises are only the sugar- 
»*eoating for a policy of oppression like 
that to which the conquered peoples in 
Europe have been subjected. 

The Malays in former times were 
ferocious fighters. If they are not heip- 
ing to defend their country now it must 
be because they do not realize what 
they have at stake; or have not been 
armed and drilled. 


Fighting Next Spring’s Battle 


The exact proportions of the defeat 
administered to the Axis forces in Rus- 
sia cannot be known, and even approxi- 
mate figures have to be taken as esti- 
mates. A recent Moscow calculation 
mene the territory regained from the 

vaders at 32,800 square miles. This 
geems reasonable because they have 
deen retreating on a front a thousand 
miles long, and in places have drawn 
back more than 100 miles. 

Even so, the ground recovered is 
only ten per cent of that lost to the 
enemy during the summer and fall. The 
Axis armies therefore stil! hold, on 
Moscow's showing, somewhere around 
90 per cent of the Russian territory 
they overran. 
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Raising The Public Morale . 


however, re- 
highways west of Moscow, cleared part 
of the Donets industrial area, raised 
the siege of Leningrad, and got control 
of the approaches to the Caucasus, The 
territory recovered is therefore much 
more important than the figures indi- 
cate. 

But neither combatant has given 
first importance to the gain or logs of 
territory. The Axis objective was 
from the first declared to be to destroy 
the Russian army; where did not so 
much matter. Russian communiques 
have consistently stressed the losses in- 
flicted on the enemy, with less atten- 
tion to ground gained or lost. Both 
sides have yielded position to entrap 
the opponents, on the principle that the 
territory will be held eventually by 


whichever can destroy the most enemy 


troops and equipment. 

Judged by this standard, the Rus- 
sian victory has been not only decisive 
but enormously costly to the invaders. 
Just how costly cannot be known in de- 
tail. But making all allowances, the 
Fuehrer must have lost a third of the 
men he threw into the fray, and per- 
hays even a heavier proportion of the 
mechanized equipment upon which he 
relied even more than upon numbers 
of men. Cutting Moscow figures in 
half, 3,000,000 of Hitler's best soldiers 
have been killed, wounded or captured, 
and the destruction and capture of 
planes, tanks and guns has been in 
ratio. 

The Russians are fighting now— 
not so much to oust the invaders—as 
to so reduce them in strength that they 
will not be able to organize another 
large scale offensive when spring 
comes, That is the real measure of the 
victory the aes) have won. 


King Carol, now living in Mexico, 
wants to start a Free Rumanian move- 
ment. No country in Europe needs the 
help of its people living abroad more 
than the little kingdom. It is complete- 
ly at the mercy of the Nazis, and has no 
hope of regaining independence save 
through defeat of the Axis. By the 
irony of fate Rumania is being made to 
fight those to whom it must look for 
liberation. %9 


General MacArthur's little army on 
the Batan peninsula has fought its 
way into full rank with the marines at 
Wake island. It has been under attack 
almost as incessantly as Malta, and at 
the end of forty days is still shooting 
attacking columns to pieces with clock- 
like regularity. Even the fiction dis- 
pensers at Tokyo have not claimed that 
progress has been made in clearing the 
defenders out of that area. Their si- 
lence on the subject is the highest tri- 
bute they could pay to the success with 
which the peninsula has been held.

Old Age Pensions 


Editor, Bulletin: Our Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics and the cost of living index, 
show a rise in the cost of living since Sep- 
tember 1939, of roughly 16%, despite the 

| ceiling now put on by the Price Board. 

Yet despite the rise in commodity 
prices, room rent, clothing etc, during 
the intervening time since 1927, Hon. Mr. 
Isley, in effect, tells the Canadian old age 
pensioner, he or she, as the case may be, 
can live as well, as cheaply today as they 
could have done in 1927. This is 1942, and 
that the children of such aged people, 
should support them or assist in doing so, 

This was what he told the deputation 
that waited on him in August last 1941 at 
Edmonton. Yet the wife of the enlisted 
man (and I, Britsh born and bred, honor 
him,) draw from the Dominion govern- 
ment treasury $35.00 per month, plus 
$20.00 of her husband's assigned pay, plus 
$12.00 per month for each child up to a 
family of two, plus $9.00 per month over 
that number in the family, and expect the 
aged-man or woman, who has toiled and 
sweated, to make this Canada what’ it is 
today, live on $20 a month, 

Is it fair, under those conditions, you 
fair-minded Canadian electorate, to ask 
the aged Canadian, be they man or woman, 
to exist on this paltry monthly sum? The 
Canadian women, lately, set us an excel- 
lent example of forwarding to the 245 
federal members composing the House of 
Commons, Ottawa, during their two weeks 
sitting in November, 1941, almost deluged 
the house with personal letters to their 
respective members with telegrams, de- 
manding of their number, his or her, sup- 

rt to the demand of a raise in army al- 
Owance to wives and children of mar- 

» Tied enlisted men, 

Now the dominion house will be in ses- 
sion as from January 21, so let every hon- 
est and fair-mined Canadian elector, irre- 
spective of party, set down and write his 
federal representative at Ottawa. Your 
letter to him, during the time the house is 
in session, will not require to be stamped, 
and insist and demand of them, their sup- 
port, irrespective of party, to a lowering 
of the age for old age pensioners, to at 
least 65 years, and that the amount be a 
clear cut increase to $30.00 per month. 

Surely our aged people are as much en-

All that has been asked from the prov- 
incial government was the $5.00 bonus or 
“compassionate grant” as the old people 
are at starvation’s door. You may see the 
old people buying second hand clothes, 
even second-hand shoes for five and ten 
cents at the army welfare store, buying 
with the money that has to be taken out of 
the ten cents they figure to spend on each 
meal.

body 

As perhaps you know, iron is a 
necessary part of the red blood cell. 
Theoretically, you should get all 
the iron you need to build healthy 
red blood cells from the foods you 
customarily eat. When the diet is 
well balanced, you will probably 
obtain sufficient iron from food 
sources. However, when the diet is 
poorly chosen, and when it consists 
mainly of foods low in iron,.you 
may build up a condition marked 
by too few of the red blood cells. In | 
a general way, this means you are | 
“blood-poor.” 

I doubt very much, however, if 
you could be persuaded to eat more 
of these iron-rich foods with the 
idea of preventing a depleted state 
of the blood, You may have little 
interest in preventing something 
you are not sure you are going to 
get. 

But I do believe that you can be 
persuaded to use more of these

Actions Of Dogs 
Easily Traced To 
Inherited Instinct 


By PETER BOGGS 

Many of your dog's actions can 
be traced to instinets inherited 
from his ancestors. Two of these 
readily recognized are your pet's 
hebit of turning around once or 
twice before lying down and his 
habit of burying bones. 

Before dogs became domesticat- 
ed they would turn around in one 
spot to trample down the grass or 
leaves to make a bed before lying 
down. Their food consisted of 
some other anima] the dog would 
catch and kill. Usyally the animal 
was too lerge to be eaten in one 
meal. Hence, the dog would eat 
his fill and then bury the balance 
to hide jt from othér dogs and then 
return to eat it at his leisure, This 
instinct of burying food is so 
strongly inbred in your dog that 
it is only natural for him to dig 
up your favorite flower garden in 
order to hide some well gnawed old 
bone from other neighborhood dogs 

Goitre, a neck swelling due to 
the enlargement of the thyroid 
gland is prevalent among older 
dogs although some puppies de- 
velop it as young as six weeks of 
age. In young dogs goitre affects 
the breathing and may prove fatal 
In older dogs the condition is not 
too serious unless the glands are 
abnormally large. It is best to place 
a dog suffering with goitre under the 
care of a veterinarian. 

Here is a treatment I have found 
effective in a number of cases. Trim 
off the hair above the swelling ana 
apply tincture of iodine every day 
for three or four days. Wait a week: 
if the swelling has not gone down, 
repeat the treatment. Thyroid gland 
extract is helpful but should never 
be administered except under the di- 
rection of a vet. 

When bringing a young puppy 
into a home with young children, 
don't allow the children to have 
full charge of the animal. It is 
true that if a child is given certain 
duties in caring for the dog, it will 
help develop the youngster’s char- 
acter, but it is an adult's job to have 
charge of the training of the newly 
acquired pet.

It was pointed out that while 
patients’ receipts were actually up 
$21,000 for the revenue, revenue 
from government grants and for 
the tuberculosis ward were down 
over $3,000. 


EARNINGS UP 
During the year, earnings amount- 
ed to $492,821, or $43,700 more than 
the charges to patients in 1940, The 
large increase was due to increase 
in rates, in accordance with similar 
increases at other city hospitals, On 
the other hand, it was pointed out, 
tHe cost per patient day was $3.59 
as against $3.43 in 1940 and $3.19 in 
1939. So that operating costs 
amounted to $546,118 for the ,ear 
in the expense during the 127,744 
patient days. 

Food costs exceeded the appro- 
priation by $5,000, department ex- 
penses were up $2.500 and nursing 
services costs were about $800 ver 
the estimate. 

Administration costs and medical 
and surgical supplies expenses were 
kept well within the estimated 
figures. 

OPERATION COSTS 

The cost of operation during 
1941, amounting to $546,118, was 
$8,500 more than the estimate, but 
$5,000 of this was accounted for by 
charging that amount up in Decem- 
ber in special expenditures and 
carrying it in suspense account, 
with the consent of the board and 
the city’ commissioners. 

The deficit for the year, to be 
covered by city grant, was $95,531, 
subject to some small possible ad- 
justments by the comptroller’s 
department. 

It was reported that collections 
on city accounts amounted to 66.64 
per cent of the year's earnings, 
whilst country collections were 
93.95 per cent of the year’s figures. 
The 1940 and 1939 percentages on 
city and country collections were 
68.46 per cent and 100.07 per cent, 
and 6§.06 per cent and 94.71 per 
cent respectively.

The Human Eye

It is amazing how Jittte we really 
know about some of the most com- 
mon things of every day life—the 
eyes, for example. Through our 
eyes we see the wonders of crea- 
tion, we are able to read and study, 
and at our work our eyes are the 
most important part of us.

However, in 1910, business began 
to “perk up” and 423 cars were 
on the road. By 1915 the total had 
risen to 5,832 and continued steadily 
upwards to 1930 when 100,135 were 
registered. 

Between 1931 and 1935, those fate- 
ful depression years, the number of 
cars on provincia) roads took a 
sharp decrease, with a low of 82,- 
250 being recorded in 1933. 

As industry regained its breath 
and again settled down to the job 
of production, more and more cars 
appeared on Alberta roads, with 
an increase being recorded every 
year between 1935 and 1941. 

Last year exactly 123,131 motor 
vehicles were registered at the 
license department, with drivers’ 
licenses being issued to 161,746 
Persons, including 9,900 chauf- 
feur’s licenses.

be satisfied if he takes only tiny 
portions. The baby is accustomed to 
use his tongue as a weapon to force 
food from a nipple, and when he

FAVORITE RICE PUDDING 

Wash thoroughly 1-3 cup of rice 
Put it into a pudding dish with | 
quart of rich milk, a little salt, 1-3 
cup of sugar, the grated rind of 1 
lemon and % cup of raisins. Flavor 
with 1 teaspoon of vanilla. Bake 
very slowly for from 1'z to 2 hours, 
stirring occasionally, and when it 


has baked up to the last half hour, 
do the last stirring, adding ‘2 cup 
of cream. Let it brown the last half 
hour, and so have the heat a little 
more ardent. When it’s cool, cover 
with a meringue about 1 inch thick, 
and top this liberally with coconut 
which has been slightly browned 
in the oven.
